Because of the tropical climate and 
its attendant, laziness and lack of am 
bit ion the natives are content with do- 
ing what has to bo done and shirking 
the rest. 
Kor that reason, perhaps, 


their chief crop is cocoanuts. 
Prac- 


tically all. of the cocoanut is used am! 
the natives can live on this alone. They 
use the husks for fuel, the meat and 
milk for food, both for themselves and 
their bogs, or they dry the meat and 
export it as copra. 
Before the war 


much of this was bot. by Russia and 
was used in the manufacture of soaps, 
oils, etc. 


Raise Fruit 


"In addition to the cocoanul crop, 


corn is raised. 
Enough of this crop 


is raised for (he natives' use but. they 
arc hampered because of the seasons 
in raising ihis crop. 
They also raise- 


bananas, pineapples, mangoes, alliga- 
tor pears, lemons, limes and other 
tropical fruits. 


A Regular Climate 


"The climate is mild and equitable. 


During the three years J was in the 
island the lowest temperature was OS 
and the highest ill. There are as in 
all the tropics a wet and a dry season, 
the wet season beginning usually in 
July and lasiing until December. Dur- 
ing this season it rains almost every 
day. 
The rain, usually conies in the 


early morning from three to six o'clock 
and then clears up for the morning al- 
tbo there is an occasional shower be- 
fore dinner. There is usually a slight 
shower in the afternoon. 
The dry'sea- 


son is very drj" and usually catches 
the corn crop before it is matured.

While I was there I was inter- 
ested in baseball and the team which 
I managed won the pennant in the last 
series, lly team was made up of na- 
val employes and included-several na- 
tives. Two of the other teams were 
marine men and included natives as 
several have enlisted.

Not long ago two young men who 


had 
saved 
somo 
money 
out 
of 


their wages, embarked in a small man- 
ufacturing business themselves. They 
found difficulty in procuring certain 
ra-.v materials aa advantageously as 
their former employer could. 
Tho 


party furnishing the raw materials, 
they said, had art understanding with 
their former employer. 
This, they 


claimed, was unfair competition. 


They filed complaint with the fed- 


eral trade commission. 
After inves- 


tigation it was ascertained that the 
reasons assigned for refusing lo fur- 
nish the raw materials were that the 
young men did not have credit or 
cash to buy. 
When 
this fact was 


made clear, the young men arranged 
to pay cash. 
Thereupon the party 


complained against agreed not to dis- 
criminate against them further in any 
way but to furnish tlieru raw mate- 
rials on an equal basis with their 
competitors. 
There was no formal 


hearing, no long drawn-out litigation: 
the young concern 
could not have 


stood it. The whole matter was ad- 
justed within a few weeks and the 
small industry afforded a chance, on 
an even footing, to work out its sal- 
vation. 


Another case. A large corporation 


engaged in a certain manufacturing 
practice which In a single state was 
costing 
its 
rival, an independent. 


thousands of dollars every month. The 
matter was taken up with the cor- 
poration alleged to be offending and 
the mattct sctSfbd. -Thb ofTe&ling cor- 
poration agreed to do*1st in its prac- 
tice not only as to the single fnde- 
pendent directly "effected, but as to 
all others 
similarly situated. The 


smaller company was saved. The large 
corporation v.-as not haled into court: 
there was no publi.-ity, no interfer- 
ence with the normal course of bust- I 
ness: and the whole*mat.ter was dis- j 
posed of speedily and satisfactorily, 
| 


These arc typical cases illustrating j 


the daily routine work of the federal 


trade commission. The procedure is 
purposely made as simple as possible. 
The relief is aimed to be speedy. Kcd- 
tnpo is cut off and results obtained 
by short cuts; hearings are held in- 
formally; complaints and those com- 
plained against sit around the same 
table with the commissioners. 
The 


satisfactory part is that the spirit of 
the commission has been accepted by 
business to bo a spirit of accommo- 
dation and helpfulness. The good faith 
of the commission has been accepted; 
and the business Interests which we 
have come into contact with have 
been open and fair '.n their desire to 
accommodate themselves t'6 the law. 


The powers of thft commission nre 


conKtruetivr> 
and 
corrective. 
Only 


through regulated competition can a 
democracy sustain itself. 
The prob- 


lem is to introduce regulation with- 
out, unnecessarily impeding and ham- 
pering the sensitive processes of busi- 
ness. To regulate competition certain 
rules must bo formulated mid en- 
forced, 
because it is charged with 


the duty of making rules for commerce 
in channels of trade, the commission 
has been called by some the traffic 
policemen of interstate commerce. In 
this role its business is to promote 
the rights of the smaller as well as 
the rights of the larger business unit.e 
engaged in and using the highways 
of commerce in the United States. 
NiiKty-five per cent of the corpora 
(ions of the country have a capitalize 
tion. of a million dollars or less; but 
the remainder own one-seventh ol tin- 
total national wealth. 
The 95 per 


cent are entitled to protection froir. 
unfair methods of competition which 
their more powerful'but no more ef- 
ficient rivals might adopt. 


Your traffic policeman may be • 


wise, considerate and level-headed of 
ficcr who brings about order and the 
free flow of traffic without ostenta 
tions show of authority. If so. he if 
a great help to traffic. 
If he is not 


wise, considerate and level-headed he 
may harass and Impede traffic serious 
ly without reason or benefit. It is our 
purpose to help and not to harass.

It is very 
fond of hazelnuts, beechnuts, chest- 
nuts, and acorns, and it eats practical- 
ly all kinds of wild berries and other 
fruits. Nearly 60 kinds of fruits have 
been identified from the stomach con- 
tents examined. . Various weed seada 
also are consumed.

than 10 per cent of the food consists 
of insects, about half beetles. 
The 


most important pests devoured 
are 


the potato beetle, clover-root weevil, 
the pale-slriped flea beetle, grapevine 
leaf-beetle. May beetles, grasshoppers, 
cotton worms, army worms, cutworms, 
the red-humped apple worm, and saw- 
fly larvae. While the economic record 
of the ruffed groime is fairly com- 
mendable, it does not call for more 
stringent protection than is necessary 
to maintain the species in reasonable 
numbers.

A Singlt Child Was "PunlihwT by BelnB Allowed to Watch th« Rabbit.

MOTHER who took enough In- 
terest In her children to try to 
find out what thov were doing 


when awsy from home made it a prac- 
tice to ask them from time to time 
whether anything unusual or interest- 
ing had occurred in school of late. One 
day the youngest boy, still in the 
kindergarten, reported that he had 
been made to sit hv himself when 
the rest of the children were having 
an "assembly." 


"And why did Miss Jenny make you 


sit off alone?" asked the mother. 


"I don't know," said Donald, "I was 


saying something to « little girl, and 
Miss .Jenny told me to sit in the other 
chair and think." 


"Then what did you do'" 
"Then I thlnked, and I thlnked." 
"What did you think?'1 pursued tho 


mother. 


"I thinked about Santa CJaus." 
When you say to a child, "Don't 


talk now. Just sit Btlll and think,' what 
do you expect him to do? Miss Jen- 
nie probably expected tho child to re- 
flect on the enormity ot his transgres- 
sions and to make «ole"mn resolutions 
never to violate the rule again. But 
Donald, prohibited from carrying on 
interesting 
conversation, was com- 


pelled to think, and tie most naturally 
thought of the cost interesting topic. 


The failure or the child to do what 


la desired Is very often our failure to 
make him understand just what we 
do wish to have him do; and much ot 
the misunderstanding is related to the 
ambiguity and obscurity of the lan- 
guage we use. 


A little girl who bad had very lit- 


tle experience with "punishment" at 
home, was getting her first ICSHOIIB OH 
the subject when sho went to kinder- 
garten. 
Every Irregulatity 
>n con- 


duct was "punished" by tho young 
woman In charge by Imposing upon 
tho culprit something equally irregu- 
lar. That Is, to the tc-acher tho im- 
proper act was followed by a punish- 
ment, but to the child "punishment" 
meant simply receiving some excep- 
tional attention from the nice young 
lady. 
When all the other children 


were playing in the ring, the child to 
be "punished" was distinguished by be- 
ing permitted to sit in tho corner and 
look on. AVh!!e the other children 
were singing a gong, a single child was 
"punished" by being allowed to watch 
the rabbit. 


This little girl came, In a short time, 


to report gleefully that she herself or 
some of her colleagues had been pun- 
ished, and it was very 'evldont that 
there was no remorse or shame asso- 
ciated with the experience. 


We cannot depend upon the children 


to insure clear understanding of our 
wishes and our Intent. The responsi- 
bility for this lies with parents and 
teachers, or others who have to do 
with children. 
It is for this reason 


that we ihould hesitate to condemn a 
child for anything that appears ouner 
or perverse in his reasoning or con- 
duct, until we are quite sure that w* 
understand Just what mental proc 
esses led to the conclusions upot 
which he acted. And it is for this ret. 
son that we should make a special ef 
fort to understand just what and just 
how the child think*.

SHOULD, SAYS UNCLE SAM 


Experts Find That Use of Cereal From 


Which Outer Shell Has Been 


Removed Breeds Disease. 


Did you ever eat any ''vitamines?" 


Maybe you did and didn't know it. If 
you never have eaten any, you should. 
At least Uncle Sam says so. • Experts 
iu the United States public health 
service declare that the eating of '"vi- 
tamines" would do much toward put- 
ting an end to pellagra, the disease 
which has caused much suffering in 
the Soulh of recent years. They have 
reached this conclusion after making 
experiments with chickens. 


The doctors found that chickens fed 


exclusively upon wheat, corn, whole- 
wheat flour or the old-fashioned "wa- 
tcrground" cornmeal. live and thrive 
indefinitely, but that chickens fed ex- 
clusively upon pure white flour die 
within a month or two. A disease very 
similar to beriberi, which has caused 
such ravages in the Philippines, kills 
the chicknns.

Ii'jrtion of tbe bran and the husk of the 
covn kc:ne!s. ware used instead of 
meal made oy the nsodern processes, 


which eliminate the outer layers of 
the kernels. And that a diet mainly 
of bread made from pure white fiour. 
with the husks of the wheat kernels 
eliminated, is just as dangerous. 


Climate has little to do with it. An 


outbreak of beriberi occurred among 
the fishermen of Newfoundland, who 
at the time lived chiefly on bread made 
from highly milled wheat flour. There's 
a nutritive element in cereals which 
the scientists call the "vitamines." 
When you do awav with the outer shell 
of the grain, you lose the vitamines.
